the operation includes displaying the website on the display device in response to a selection 
of the first location. 
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1 1 . (Currently amended) A method performed by a computer system, comprising: 
storing a first version of a moss produc e d printed p aper; 

translating the first version into a second version of the paper, the second version 
being displayable on a display device as a likeness of the paper; 

in response to content within the first version, detecting a reference bv the content at a 
first location within the paper, the detected reference being associated with a second location; 
and 

in response to the detected reference, forming a link within the second version 
between the first location and the second location, and the first location being displayable on 
the display device as part of the likeness and selectable to cause an operation associated with 
the second location. 

12. (Previously presented) The method of Claim 11 wherein the translating 
comprises: 

forming a link table in the second version; and 

including information associated with the link in the link table. 

20. (Previously presented) The system of Claim 23 wherein the reference 
specifies a different location within the p^er, wherein the second location is the different 
location, and wherein the operation includes displaying the different location on the display 
device as part of the likeness in response to a selection of the first location. 

2 1 . (Currently amended) The system of Claim 23 wherein the reference specifies 
an identity of a script, wherein the second location is a location of the script, and wherein the 
operation includes executing the script in response to a selection of the first location. 

22. (Previously presented) The system of Claim 23 wherein the reference 
specifies an address of a website external to the paper, wherein the second location is the 
website, and wherein the operation includes displaying the website on the display device in 
response to a selection of the first location. 
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23. (Currently amended) A system, comprising: 
a computing device for: 

storing a first version of a moao produced printed p aper; 

translating the first version into a second version of the paper, the second 

version being displayable on a display device as a likeness of the 

p^er; 

in response to content within the first version, detecting a reference by the 

contegt at a first location within the paper, the detected reference being 
associated with a second location; and 

in response to the detected reference, forming a link within the second version 
between the first location and the second location, and the first 
location being displayable on the display device as part of the likeness 
and selectable to cause an operation associated with the second 
location, 

24. (Previously presented) The system of Claim 23 wherein the computing device 
is for translating the first version into the second version, wherein the translating comprises: 

forming a link table in the second version; and 

including information associated with the link in the link table, 

32. (Previously presented) The computer program product of Claim 35 wherein 
the reference specifies a different location within the paper, wherein the second location is 
the different location, and wherein the operation includes displaying the different location on 
the display device as part of the likeness in response to a selection of the first location. 

33. (Currently amended) The computer program product of Claim 35 wherein the 
reference specifies an identity of a script, wherein the second location is alocat^Qn qf the 
script, and wherein the operation includes executing the script in response to a selection of 
the first location. 
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34. (Previously presented) The computer program product of Claim 35 wherein 
the reference specifies an address of a website external to the paper, wherein the second 
location is the website, and wherein the operation includes displaying the website on the 
display device in response to a selection of the first location. 

35. (Currently amended) A computer program product, comprising: 

a computer program processable by a computer system for causing the computer 
system to: 

store a first version of a maoQ produced printod - p aper; 

translate the first version into a second version of the paper, the second 

version being displayable on a display device as a Hkeness of the 

paper; 

in response to content within t he first version, detect a reference by th^ 

gontfiPL at a first location within the paper, the detected reference being 
associated with a second location; and 

in response to the detected reference, form a link within the second version 
between the first location and the second location, and the first 
location being displayable on the display device as part of the likeness 
and selectable to cause an operation associated with the second 
location; and 

an apparatus fi*om which the computer program is accessible by the computer system. 

36. (Previously presented) The computer program product of Claim 35 wherein 
the computer program is processable by the computer system for causing the computer 
system to translate the first version into the second version, wherein the translating 
comprises: 

creating a link table in the second version; and 

including information associated with the hyperlink in the link table. 
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37. (Currently amended) The method of Claim 1 1 wherein the foimmg comprises: 
forming the link within the second version^ wherein the reference specifies an identity 

of a document external to the paper, wherein the second location is a location of the 
document, and wherein the operation includes displaying the document on the display device 
in response to a selection of the first location. 

38. (Currently amended) The method of Claim 1 1 wherein the forming comprises: 
forming the link within the second version, wherein the reference specifies an identity 

of a file extemal to the paper, wherein the second location is a location of the file, wherein 
the file includes visual image information, and wherein the operation includes displaying a 
visual image on the display device in response to the visual image information and a 
selection of the first location. 

39. (Currently amended) The method of Claim 1 1 wherein the forming comprises: 
forming the link within the second version, wherein the reference specifies an identity 

of a file extemal to the paper, wherein the second location is a location of t he file, wherein 
the file includes audio signal information, and wherein the operation includes outputting 
audio signals in response to the audio signal information and a selection of the first location. 

40. (Previously presented) The method of Claim 1 1 wherein the translating 
comprises: 

translating the first version into the second version, the first version having a first 
digital format, and the second version having a second digital format. 

41 . (Currently amended) The method of Claim 23 wherein the reference specifies 
an identity of a document extemal to the p^r, wherein the second location is a location of 
the document, and wherein the operation includes displaying the document on the display 
device in response to a selection of the first location. 
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42. (Currently amended) The method of Claim 23 wherein the reference specifies 
an identity of a file external to the paper, wherein the second location is a location of t he file, 
wherein the file includes visual image information, and wherein the operation includes 
displaying a visual image on the display device in response to the visual image information 
and a selection of the first location. 

43. (Currently amended) The method of Claim 23 wherein the reference specifies 
an identity of a file external to the paper, wherein the second location is a location of t he file, 
wherein the file includes audio signal information, and wherein the operation includes 
outputting audio signals in response to the audio signal information and a selection of the 
first location. 

44. (Previously presented) The method of Claim 23 wherein the first version has a 
first digital format, and the second version has a second digital format. 

45. (Currently amended) The method of Claim 35 wherein the reference specifies 
an identity of a dociunent external to the paper, wherein the second location is a location of 
the document, and wherein the operation includes displaying the document on the display 
device in response to a selection of the first location. 

46. (Currently amended) The method of Claim 35 wherein the reference specifies 
an identity of a file external to the paper, wherein the second location is a location of the file, 
wherein the file includes visual image information, and wherein the operation includes 
displaying a visual image on the display device in response to the visual image information 
and a selection of the first location. 
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47. (Currently amended) The method of Claim 35 wherein the reference specifies 
an identity of a file external to the paper, wherein the second location is a location of the fde, 
wherein the file includes audio signal information, and wherein the operation includes 
outputting audio signals in response to the audio signal information and a selection of the 
first location. 

48. (Previously presented) The method of Claim 35 wherein the first version has a 
first digital format, and the second version has a second digital format. 
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
